ONLY ONE IN THIRTY 
SETTLERS IN AREA 
IS LIKELY TO FAIL 


Out of thirty settlers on the Bobtail 
Indian reserve, near Ponoka, but one 


is classified by the soldier settlement 


district supervisor as likely to fail. 

This reserve was taken over by the 
Soldier Settlement board in 1919 and 
divided into farm units of an average 
size of 214 acres. In the season of 
1923 all the settlers had from one- 
third to one-half of their acreage un- 
der cultivation—in one case—140 acres 
—although none of the land was bro- 
ken when the district was opened. 
Buildings have been erected, farms 
fenced and other improvements com- 
pleted. The district has a school 
house and road work has been done. 
There is a Dominion government stock 
association in the district and the su- 
pervisor reports a marked tendency 
towards mixed farming. The settlers 
are well equipped with producing 
stock and machinery. 

In the present collection period 28 
of the 30 settlers had payments due; 
nineteen have made full payments 
and seven very substantial payments, 
with prospects that before the end of 
the period not more than ten to fifteen 
per cent of the amount will be out- 
standing. 

A number of the settlers have large 
families and were under the necessity 
of having to build large houses at 
first. This was rather a handi:ap to 
them as they needed all their re- 
sources for the development of their 
land. While they were not particular- 
ly favored by the weatherman, the 
whole district having suffered from 
damage by hail last year, they have 
made a splendid showing, due in a 
large measure to their fine spirit and 
industry. 


Twenty-five farmers and their fam- 
ilies who were attracted by glowing 
tales of Mexico and emigrated there a 
year and a half ago, are back in Can- 
ada again, and glad to be here. The 
last of them returned a few days ago 
to resume farming at Aberdeen, Sask. 
When interviewed in Winnipeg en

Probably nine-tenths of the hair 
nets exported from China at present 
are made from hair that has been 
prepared in that country. Contrary 
to general belief, nets are never made 
of split hair. Only whole hair — is 
used, and sometimes double strands 
are utilized to make a stronger net, 
but the lighter weight is usually pre- 
ferred. <A Single net requires the 
tying of a thousand knots or more, 
but if a girl is clever she can make 
as high as twenty coppers a day; and, 
as she can live on much less than 
that, she often not only supports her- 
self, but helps other members of the 
family as well. 

The girls work in their own homes, 
where they have always been seclud- 
ed. The only tools needed are a 
small brass shuttle and a bamboo 
splint. On a nail driven into a table 
or chair the first loop of the net is 
fastened. The hair is wound into the 
shuttle, like thread into a bobbin, 
loop i8 tied it is 


slipped onto the bamboo splint like 


a stitch on a knitting needle. Thus, 
With shuttle in one hand and the 
bamboo splint in the other, the mak- 
adds knot to knot and loop to loop 
until the net is completed. 

Then the nets are tied together in 
bunches of one gross each. For this 
a piece of board, into which nails 
have been driven, is provided, and the 
loops on the edge of the net are slip- 
ped over the nails until a pile of 144 
nets is made. They are then tied 
with thread and are ready for the 
agent when he comes to collect, pay 
for making, and to leave more hair, 
In some cases the nets are fumigated 
in export workshops; but, since the 
hair has to pass through several 
strong chemical baths in the process 
of preparation, some firms think this 
is not necessary,

STRATHCONA MEMBER . 
GIVES HIS VIEWS ON 
DAIRYING INDUSTRY 


The following is taken from Han- 
gard: ; 

I have hesitated to speak at this 
time, said’ Mr. Warner, as I felt that 
this was not the item under which to 
discuss marketing but now that the 
discussion has drifted into that chan- 
nel I would like to say a few words. 
1 feel that the hon. member for Mac- 
kenzie (Mr. Campbell) has struck a 
chord that we should consider. We 
do know that Canadian butter is not 
taking the place it should in the Old 
Country and we know we are not com- 
peting successfully with New Zealand 
but it is not because we cannot do it. 

We can do it. We have done it in 
the west. In Alberta we have endea- 
vored to place on the market in the 
Old Country an article known as Al- 
berta butter, rather than Canadian 
butter. I am in accord with the state- 
ments of the hon. member for Mac- 
kenzie regarding the grading. It is 
not a fair proposition for the Alberta 


wan and Manitoba. Perhaps they 
have as good grades there, although 
I do not know. I do know however 
that a considerable quantity of Alberta 
butter has been sold in the Old Coun- 
try as such and it is considered bet- 
ter than what is known as Canadian 
butter. I know too that it has com- 
peted successfully with New Zealand 
butter. There are no doubt a number 
of difficulties in the way but we have 
overcome many of them. But I think 
it is quite unfair to us that butter 
made in the older provinces should 
go over to the Old Country under the 
label of Alberta butter. We have 
tried to establish a grade of butter 
over No. 1, and we have partly suc- 
ceeded. I think the Dominion auth- 
orities should see to it that no but- 
ter goes over to the Old Country that 
is not properly graded. If the people 
in England want to buy either No. 1, 
No. 2 or No. 3 butter we can of course 
have no objection; but I suggest that 
we should have a grade as high as 
the best butter tha: we make in Can- 
ada, which is superior to what is call- 
ed Canadian butter in the Old Coun-

Production of Natural Gas 

The total production of natural gas 
in the province of Alberta, during the 
year 1928, according to returns made 
by the Dominion bureau of statistics, 
was 6,135,260,000 cubic feet, in com- 
parison with 5,868,439,000 cubic feet 
in 1922, The province in this regard 
is second only to Ontario, which pro- 
duced in 1923 a total of 7,900,000,000 
cubic feet. 

The total production of crude petro- 
leum in Alberta in 1923 was 6,550 bar- 
rels compared with 4,525 barrels in 
1922. 

Natural gas is now in use in four 
cities in Alberta. 

Industrial Payroll 

The approximate payroll of the pro- 
vince of Alberta for the year 1923, 
including the mining industry, was 
$62,000,000, according to the figures 
obtainable from the compensation 
board, 

Celebrate Establishment of R.C.M.P. 

One of the most notable  celebra- 
tions ever held in western Canada will 
take place on July 1 and 2 of this 
year at the town of Macleod, in south- 
ern Alberta, when the establishment 
of the first post of the Royal North- 
west Mounted Police in western Can- 
ada, at old Fort Macleod, will be 
commemorated. The celebration is 
being held under the auspices of the 
mounted police: veterans and. the 
town of Macleod. 

The establishment of the post took 
place in October of 1874, fifty years 
ago, by Col. Macleod, and the first 
troop of “Mounties” who came west 


Arom Toronto via Chicago and North 


Dakota, to Winnipeg, and marched 
west from there. The establishment 
of this post really marked the begin- 
ning of civilization in the country 
west of Winnipeg. 

Company to Develop Salt Deposits 

A company incorporated with a 
capital of $200,000 and comprised of 
prominent northern Alberta men, has 
been organized to develop the salt de- 
posits north-east of Edmonton on the 
A, and G.W. near Fort McMurray. A 
plant will be installed at that point, 
and operations commenced this year. 
It is estimated that there is a mar- 
ket in Alberta and Saskatchewan for 
40,000 tons yearly of the salt in crude 


THE BUDGET 
AT A GLANCE 


Ottawa, April 10—Here are the 
main points of the budget, as announc- 
ed by the minister of finance on 
Thursday: 

Reduction of thirty millions in net 
debt announced. 

Tax reductions estimated at twenty- 
four millions. 

No change in the income taxes. 

General rate of sales tax cut from 
six to five per cent, 

Duties reduced on agricultural im- 
plements, manufacturers of these ar- 
ticles to receive reduction in turn on 
raw materials, pig iron, bar iron and 
bar steel being free, when imported 
by these manufacturers.

British preference— Provision is 
made for extending these rates to the 
products of countries, for which man- 
date under the league of nations is 
held by a British country to which 
the preference applies.

The provincial government seed 
cleaning plant at Edmonton has dis- 
posed of a total of 68,068 bushels of 
registered seed grain this season. 
Much of this was shipped to points in 
the east and in the United States, 
while a good deal has also been taken 
by Alberta farmers. 

Summer School for Teachers 

The annual summer schoo! for tea- 
chers will be held at the university 
this year from July 6 to August 5. 
The usual fee will be charged. An 
attendance of about 500 is expected. 


ERADICATION 
OF WILD OATS 


Wild oats will not germinate ex- 
cept during the spring and early 
summer, they will not germinate on 
top of the ground nor below a depth 
of three or four inches and they will 
not germinate in soil deficient in mois- 
ture and wild oats will retain their 
Vitality in-soil for several years. 

These are the facts on which must’ 
be based the methods for treating 
land infested with wiid oats. To 
treat wild oats they must be induced 
to germinate and this can only be 
done in the spring within the top three 
inches of soil. 

As early as possible in the spring, 
harrow the infested area and leave un- 
til the wild oats plants show above 
the ground which may be any time 
between the first and fifteenth of 
May, depending upon the season. 

Plough then to a depth of three or 
four inches and sow barley and oats 
for green feed. Few wild oats are 
likely to appear in this year’s crop. If 
during the previous season, the land 
has been shallow plowed, or double 
disced after the crop was taken off, 
this treatment will be especially ef- 
fective. 

If the land being treated is intended 
for fallow, the early spring cultiva- 
tion can be carried out in May. How- 
ever, instead of plowing shallow ap- 
ply the duckfoot cultivator or double 
disc and early in June plow five or 
six inches deep. Keep the weeds 
down for the remainder of the season 
and very few weeds are likely to ap- 
pear in the grain crop of the following 
year. 

To eradicate the wild oats follow 
the summer fallow with a hoed crop 
and keep hoed crop clean of weeds. 
The hoed crop may be potatoes or tur- 
nips or sunflowers. This has been 
done on various parts of the farm at 
the Rosthern experimental station for 
several years and the grain crop fol- 
lowing is always clean.
